As was the case last season, ^Newcastle's Philips League campaign swings into gear 
on a challenging note with United primed to meet one of the toughest outfits in the 
league. 


Last year Newcastle drew league 
champions Hakoah {now Sydney City) 
and were beaten 4^1. This year their 
opponents are South Melbourne but 
nobody is expecting a repeat of last 
year’s result. 

Twelve months ago United were 
tlie league babies but they have come 
a long way since in moulding a side and 
seeming some very useful players. In the 
first round last season they travelled to 
Melboume for their first away match 
and copped a 3-0 beating from South 
Melbourne. It was a lesson well4earned 
because United were never to lose by 
such a margin again. As for South Mel¬ 
bourne, they went on from strength to 
strength and finished in the top four, 
actually grabbing third place. 

Newcastle supporters might batter 
remember South Melbourne’s visit in 
the second round last year. That match 
finished Uah with Duncan Cummings 
putting South ahead in the 62nd minute 
only for Bill Summer scales to grab the 
equaliser in the 71st. Last season the 
Victorians revealed that they not only 
had an astute manager-coach in Dave 
McLaren bur a wcU-financed club that 
was not backward in reaching for the 
cheque book to buy the sort of players 
who help win championships. South 
Melbourne enabled the soccer public to 
view the talents of such players as the 
little Scottish skill merchant George 
Campbell and classy English league star 
Alun {A‘goal-a-game) Evans. 

Many observers thought that South 
Melbourne’s classy squad would lift the 


final four play-off trophy last year, but 
it was not to be. 

With a tremendous reputation in 
the Victorian State League behind them. 

South Melbourne are not used to being 
anything but number one and they are 
hoping that 1979 will be the season 
for Victoria to take a slice of the PSL 
cake. WeVe seen championships go to 
Sydney, PhOips Cups to Brisbane and 
final four play-off to West Adelaide. 
Perhaps some of I he booty will go South 
of the border this season. 

It took United until their sixth 
game last season to record their first ^ 
win. The importance of a good start is 
now obvious to the squad members 
and they are hoping that today wiO 
provide Newcastle’s first victoiy over 
South Melbourne. ; 

For those players who qualify, 
this season will have special significance. 
National coach Rudi Gutendorf will be | 
picking his squads for the preliminary 
warm-ups for Australia’s next World 
Cup campaign and competition for 
berths will be white hot.

A CEMTURV 01= SOCCER HISTORY 
by JicJt Mathcwf • 

The rerarded history of Sciccer football 
jf> Australia goes back 109 years but the first 
Statd‘WLd£ coittroUing authority - the MSW 
BritUh Football Ajutocktion - did not come 
into existence until IS98. 

Northern Soccer interests will have the 
opportunity in 1983 lo celebrate the birth of 
its fiigt club 100 years before. 

Soccer^ on an organised and competitive 
basis, was played in the New castle-Coalfields 
areas before it was played at similar kvcl m 
some Stales. The firsi premiership in the 
North was decided in 1886 with the famous 
Mtnmi Rangers being supreme. 

As far as can be traced the first com¬ 
petition in Queensland was decided in lS83,ln 
South Australia in 1897^ In Tasmania in 1889 
and in Western Austraiia in 1891, Victoria 
conducts a compefition in 1881 and, in 1883, 
afllliatkin with the English Football Associa¬ 
tion was granted and the first interstate match 
between NSW and Victoria was played, 

It was Mr. W, J, Fletcher, a former English 
schoolmastcT, who can be described as the 
Father of Soccer in Austiaiki, He formed 
Austratk*s Rrst team in 1880. tt was named 
The War)dercrs and played the Hrsl recorded 
match in that year apinst a team from The 
King^s School on a pitch in Parramatta Park, 

The game developed rapidly, A number of 
clubs were formed in the Sydney ateajnduding 
Granville which, stdl a force, n the oMest 
Soccer dub in Australia. II was founded in 
1883, not long before the Fir.it chib in the 
North came into being. 

The North did not take long to follow 
the lead. A number of miners from Scotland, 
employed and domiciled in the Minmi area, 
speni much of their Ltmited leisure time kicking 
a makeshift ball on an area cleared of its 
undergrowth. 

The idea of forming a club was mooted 
followine receipt of a Glasgow newspaper, 
published months before, and telling of a 
Scottish Cup success by the noted Glasgow 
Rangers. 

There considerable enthusiasm for 
the idea and the club came into being in LBB3, 
The Oedglmg club gained much support and, 
almost at once, work began on clcamg an area 
for a footbaU Held, But practice and pby were 
long delayed dnee it was necessary lo send to 
Scotland for a ball. 

Miiuni Rangers, the name given the club, 
became a force in the game in NSW, Its forma¬ 
tion was followed by that of Hamilton Athletic 
- the first Northern team to win the Gardiner 
Cup - in f 8S5, Wallsend Rovers, West Walbend 
Bluebells, Eurwood United, Carrington Black 
Watch and Greta EluebeUs in 1887, Volunteers 
in 1888 and New call Ic West in 1898. 


WaJlsemd Rovers, which Uter shortened 
its name to Wallsend, is the oldest surviving 
Soccer Cluh in the North with 92 years of 
continuous service to the game and a record of 
achievement of which it can be justly proud. 

The birth of Minmi Rangers sparked an 
enthusiasn for Soccer which, almost tdO years 
later, brought such f^eat support for the entry 
of Newcastle KB United into the Philips Sotxcr 
League. There is a direct link between the two 
clubs iLnce one of the Rangers* top players was 
Janies Curran, a foibear of one of United's 
most outstanding members. Col Curran. 

Minmi Racers was, in the early yearly the 
Soccer power in the North. It not only won 
the Northern premiership, inaugurated in 1886, 
in its first four seasons but also the Kerr Cup, 
a knock-out competitiort in 1886-87-88, its run 
in the event being stopped by WatiseiKl Rovers 
in 1889. 

Burwood United won the premkriJiip in 
1890 with Minmi Rangers winning the Kerr Cup. 
The Rangers won the premiership in 1891^92- 
93 and the Kerr Cup in the last two of those 
seasons. 

That gavn the Ran^rs the Notthem 
premier^ip seven times in the first eight 
!»easons of or;^msed competition and the Kerr 
Cup aix tunes in the period. 

The team twice played in the final of the 
Gardiner Cup, a State-wide knock-out com¬ 
petition, success in which provided a Soccer 
accolade for it was probably the most prized 
trophy ever offered In Australian Soccer. 
Minmi Rangers defeated Pyrmont Rangers, 
three-ni), at Burwood in the final of 1892 but 
Lost, one-nil, to that team In the next season's 
final played at Sydney Cricket Ground. 

The Minmi team which won the cup was: 
M. Burrelh J* McCioark, A. Jackson, J. Macart^ 
ncy, H. Stewart, R. Harden, R. Clarke, A. Cum- 
mock, J. Mitchell, T, Campbell, W. Haddqw. 
There arc familiar names in that side. 

Other Northern dubs became stronger 
and Minmi Rangers faced much sterner com¬ 
petition, season by season. Its premiership 
success in 1893 was its last but it won the Kerr 
Cup in 1895 and 1898. 

Teams from Adamstown, West Wallsend 
and Wallsend were making their presence felt in 
competition and the power of Minmi Rangers 
waned so that, handicapped by a downfall in 
the mining industry, ft gradually fadcsd from 
ihe scene. 

But the grand ok! club has not faded from 
memeuy which should be one of gratitude 
since it was those enthusiasts who formed 
Minmi Rangers and played for ft who showed 
the way and paved it for the prominence which 
Korthern Soccer has gained in Ausuala.

BUYS A STAR 


To comprehend the full value of 
Trevor Francis^ Britain’s first million- 
pound footballer, consider that each 
ounce of his 11 stone seven pounds 
weight (73 kg) is worth two and a half 
times more than an ounce of platinum, 
the world’s most precious metal. 

The calculating metals broker will 
inform you that 24-year-old Francis, 
late of relegation-doomed Birmingham 
City but now of the ebullient Nottingham 
Forest, h worth almost 450 sterling (790 
Aust dollars) per ounce as against the 
latest platinum market quote of 164.5 
sterling (290 Aust dollars) an ounce and 
the gold bullion price of 12L5 sterling 
(215 Ausi dollars) an ounce. 

And so the 1,180,000 sterling 
(2,080,000 Aust dollars), Brian Clough’s 
league champions recently forked out 
for Francis, continues the whirring spiral 
of football inflation madness. 

For Francis, who used to be one of 
a posse of wide-eyed youngsters clamour¬ 
ing for autographs outside the football 
ground of his native Plymouth, now 
possesses the most priceless signature of 
any British autograph hunter. 

When he teamed up with Clough, 
who characteristically came to the signing 
ceremony wearing a red anorak and 
nonchalantly clasping a squa^ racket, 
Francis doubled the previous British 
transfer record set last month when 
Middlesbrough’s David Mills, not an 
England mtemational, joined West Brom¬ 
wich Albion for 516,000 sterling(908,200 
Aust dollars)* 

Now British football has surpassed 
the one million pounds barrier, the 
precedent has been established* (It’s not 
a world record — Italian Club Vicenza 
paid L5 million sterling to Juventus for 
World Cup star Paolo Rossi last May). 

Francis’s estimation leads to other 
appraisals watching the European Foot¬ 
baller of the Year, Kevin Keegan, display 


his astonishing crafts in almost single- 
handedly trouncing Northern Ireland in 
England’s 4-0 European championship 
crusher at Wembley last week, one 
wonders how much ihb genuine superstar 
would now be worth on the transfer 
market since joining West German club, 
Hamburg for 500,000 sterling (880,000 
Aust dollars) from Liverpool in June, 
1977. 

Football historians believe Britain’s 
football transfer lunacy had its origins in 
February, 1905 when Aif Common left 
Sunderland for Middlesbrough for the 
then outrageous 1,000 sterling (1,750 
Aust dollars). 

But steadily successive financial 
milestones were passed and set, only to 
be broken again. 

Bolton’s David Jack came to London 
and Arsenal for 10,000 sterling (17,500 
Aust dollars) in 1928* Thirty-two years 
later the 50,000 sterling (88,000 Aust 
dollars) notch was by-passed when 
Denis Law went to Manchester City. 

The one hundred thousand pound 
barrier was eclipsed when Law returned 
to England but to the other side of 
Manchester and United in 1962 from 
Italian club Torino in a 116,000 sterling 
(204,000 Aust dollars) deal It’s gone 
hay-wire ever since* 

With football clubs, the wealthy 
ones that is, falling over themselves to 
pay ludicrous sums for even moderate 
second, third and fourth division foot¬ 
ballers, it was only a matter of time 
before the 500,000 sterling (880,000 
Aust dollars) standard came crashing 
down* 

Following Keegan’s decision to 
further his already accomplished pmc 
in the West Germany Bundesliga, the 
half million level in Britain was over¬ 
taken in February last year when Gordon 
McQueen crossed the Penines to Man¬ 
chester United from Leeds*
